Goes Into Effect in State of
Kentucky This Weak.

LIST OF SOME TAXES

And License Fees That Will
Hereafter Be Required.

The new revenue law enacted by
the last general assembly of Ken-
tucky went into effect Monday. The
new law covers the whole scheme of
revenue and taxation and it fillsa
book of 165 pages.

The schedule given below is a par-
tial list of taxes and license fees im-
posed by the act:

To keep a tavern or hotel from $10
to $210, according to rooms and
p ivi'eges.

To retail malt liquors $75, spiritu-
ous and vinous liquors $150, spiritu-
ous, vinous and malt liquors $200.

To sell by retail playing cards $10,
pistols $100, howi2 knives, dirks,
brass knucks or slung shot $100.
Pawn broker $500. Furnishing
checks or stamps to purchasers of
merchandise $10.

To keep ten pin, nine pin, bowling
or boxball alley $15if county exceeds
25,000 in population, if not $10 for
each alley or ballway.

Circuses, menageries and exhibi-
tions under canvas $§1 for each 100
voters in county, not to exceed $50,

Foreign slaughter and packing
houses doing business in this state
50 cents per $100 worth »f gross re-
ceipts.

To sell at retail cigarette material
